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MR,  HAROLD  E,  MOREHOUSE,  JR.  became  well  known  in  the  Wash- 
ington Metropolitan  Area,  He  was  a member  of  the  Montgomery 
County  Coin  Club  and  helped  put  on  many  outstanding  programs. 

He  was  also  active  in  the  Metropolitan  Washington  Numismatic 
Association. 

Hal  died  on  February  2],  1975.  It  was  the  intensity  of  his 
life  efforts  that  set  him  apart.  There  was  no  task,  hobby, 
no  personal  relationships  to  which  he  did  not  commit  his 
total  effort  and  loyalty. 

Hal  entered  Federal  service  in  1936  and  served  from  19^2  to 
19^6  in  the  Coast  Guard,  where  he  attained  the  rank  of  Lt. 
Commander  and  began  his  long  career  in  the  world  of  intelli- 
gence, In  19^6  he  joined  the  newly  established  National  Securf 
Agency.  Here  for  twenty-two  years  he  used  his  technical  and 
linguistic  skills  in  an  area  of  problem  solving  in  which  names 
and  successes  remain  unsung,  but  where  he  became  a member  of 
that  elite  handful  of  men  and  women  who,  by  sheer  mental  pro- 
wess, moved  our  national  intelligence  effort  from  its  World 
War  II  awakening  to  the  highly  sophisticated  state  it  now 
enjoys . 

Hal  pursued  his  outside  interests  with  the  same  intensity  of 
interest  and  effort  given  to  his  career  work.  His  love  of 
music  was  reflected  in  his  collection  of  over  500  records. 

His  interest  in  stamps  and  coins  extended  beyond  private 
collecting  by  service  to  clubs  in  the  community.  He  was  long 
an  officer  in  the  internationally  active  Stereo-Realist 
Photography  Club.  His  loyalty  to  Yale  would  not  allow  him  to 
pass  over  any  copy  of  the  Yale  Alumni  Magazine.  Each  was 
saved  and  savored,
